Genesis 1:26-31; Psalm 8 
Until just a few years ago most 
People had never used the word 
“ecology” because they had no 
idea what it meant. Now it is a 


fairly popular word among news- 


Paper reporters, 
social reform - 
ers, and young 
dissidents. Some 
people may 
think then that it 
is a recently dis- 
covered disease 
or perhaps some 

: imaginary threat 
to “the American way.” But “‘eco- 
logy”’ is the study of the mutual 
relations of living organisms and 
their environment. It is concerned 
with the effect of air pollution on 
eyes and lungs, large and ra- 
pid use of esse thinerals, and 
the population growth in relation 
to food supply and livng room. 
Because God’s - created world is 
our environment, Christians can 
see that emphasizing ecology 
might help us accept our respon- 
sibility for creation. 

The Lesson Explained 
LORD OF THE UNIVERSE. 
(Ps. 8:1-4) 

Because of its brevity and, sim- 
plicity of theme, this is one of the 
better known poems in the Psal- 


ter. In these opening verses. the 
poet is almost overwhelmed with 
the majesty and creative power of 
God. The first sentence — A vol- 
ume of praise —is repeated in the 
last verse, as though it was a.re- 
frain, The word “excellent’’ -can 
be translated ‘‘majestic” or ‘‘glor- 
_fous.’’ Although the Lord’s praise 
is shown in the heavens, he is re- 
vealed in a far different way in 
the prattle of children, and 
the potential strength there can 
withstand his enemies. The pew- 
er'of the cosmic drama is one 
thing; the influences of persons 
for good is something else. 

If the universe was large for 
the ancient Hebrew, think |, how 
it has exploded in the twentieth 
century. What ‘a temptation for a 
person of little faith in a little god 
to decide that persons do not mat- 
ter. 

Verses 3 and 4 seem to sharpén 
the focus on these two ideas. The 
poet recalls his experiences under 
the nighttime sky, marveling at 
the moon and stars and their dif- 
fering positions from month to 
month. All these the Lord had br- 
ough into being, and he sustained 
that heavenly pageant. How can 
man ‘be fottced by the Lord on 
such a gigantic stage? How can 
we believe that God cares’ for 
(‘‘visitest’”’?) him? But the question 
is only rhetorical because the poet

Ephesians 1:15-23 
What does it mean to be a real

Paul adds to his request for 
knewledge a petition that the en- 
lightened minds of the readers 
would know three things: .‘‘the 
hope of his calling’ (v, 18), “the 
riches of the glory of his inherit- 
ancé in the saints,” and “‘the éx- 
ceeding greatness of his power to 
usward that believe.’’ These come. 
only from the wisdom or under- 


- standing that God gives. 


_ (1) “The hope of his calling.’’ 
The idea of “calling” refers to the 
effectual call of God that actually 
issues in conversion. The called of 
God are those ‘who have obeyed 
God’s summons and have been’ 
made believers in Christ. Since 
we have been called we need to 
know the purpose and outcome of 
our calling now. This will also let 
us know what our calling has se- 
cured for us in the heavenly life. 

(2) “‘The riches of his ‘glory of 
his inheritance.” Is the reference 
to God’s inheritance in the saints
